6  costs  for  approved  nursing  and  aUied  health  education  pro- 

7  grams,     individuals     who     are     enrolled     with  a 

8  Medicare + Choice  organization  under  part  C  shall  be 

9  treated  as  if  they  were  not  so  enrolled.". 
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
